Mme. Felicia Romanowska, 
world-famous Polish prima donna’ 
soprano and vocal teacher, has re-

about a mile east of Pomona Col- 


lege. Besides growing citrus 
fruit, the singer’s husband is also 
going to raise poultry on a large 
scale on this ranch. 

Mme. Romanowska is a native 
of Warsaw, and like her famous 
vtontemporary, Mme. Sembrich, 
manifested remarkable musical 
talent at a very early age. She 
first took up the study of piano, 
and after a preparatory course in 
Warsaw, she was sent to the 
Vienna Conservatory, from which 
she graduated with the highest 
honors. While studying piano in 
Vienna, it was discovered that 
Mme. Romanowska possessed a 
wonderful soprano voice, which 
was carefully trained at the 
Vienna Conservatory. After her 
graduation she went immediately 
to Milan, where she placed herself 
in the hands of the great Lam- 
perti (the elder) with whom she 
studied singing until a finished 
artiste. She made her debut in

25 Per Cent Loss, Said 

No attempt was made to 
definitely assess the loss in-the 
groves of the five. counties 
represented, but it is. believed 
that this is roughly about 25 
per cent of the entire crop. 

The situation ~° developing 
from the freeze has brought 
the California citrus belt face 
to face with a serious prob- 
lem, according to E. M. Lyon 
of Redlands, chairman of the 
California Citrus League. Ly- 
on declared that the cold snap 
just closed had badly frozen 
several thousand carloads of 
oranges and lemons, which 
should not be shipped to mar- 
ket. If they were shipped, he 
declared, serious damage 
would be done to California 
fruit standards among eastern 
buyers.

Forest fires in California 
burned over 668,213 acres be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1924, and Oct. 
31, 1924, according to a. bulle- 


tin received by Fred J. Jeken, 


deputy forest supervisor in 
this district. The cost of 
these fires is not recorded in 
the bulletin but it will. run 
close to $%,000,000, Mr. Jeken 
believes. A full report of the 
number of acres burned over 
by forest fires during the year 
is expected to be received by 
Mr. Jeken after the first of 
next year. 

What part of the acreage 
burned over in the state in- 
cludes the Angeles Forest is 
not included in the report. 
While acreage in the Angeles 
Forest appears in the report 
Mr. Jeken does not believe it 
is for the same period as is 
covered in the general report 
on the forests in the state. 

Mr. Jeken is compiling a 
report on the damage done by 
forest fires in his district and 
this willbe forwarded to the 
central headquarters for the 
Angeles Forest in Los Angeles, 
there to be compiled with re- 
ports from other parts of the 
Angeles Reserve and forward- 
ed to San Francisco where it 
will be combined with reports 
from all other districts in the 
state. 


It is predicted that the cost 
of battlng forest fires in the 
state during 1924 will reach 
a staggering amount. An an- 
usual number of forest ‘res 
were experienced in the state 
during the year and the cost 
of ff&hting them will reach a 
total that will probably estab- 
lish a new mark in the state.

Is It Too Much Law? 


NE of the causes of lawlessness in this country is that 

there are too many laws. The more laws there are the 

more chance there is of people breaking them. But the 

trouble with most laws seems to be that no sooner are 
they on the statute book than someone comes along with an- 
other law caleulated to sap and undermine them and render 
them innocuous or useless. ; 

A gentleman of the name of Bumble once declared in a 
‘moment of irritation that the ‘‘law was an ass’’—which was 
‘rather a sweeping statement, as Bumble included all law in 
his classification. But if Bumble was right it only goes to show 
that law only partakes of the assininity of its makers. But 
even so, as dong as a law stands on the statute book it ought 
to be respected. And if it is not a good law, no shorter way 
of proving its unfitness can be found than that of enforcing it. 

Every state, upon anlaysis of its statutes, would find many 
enactments that have become obsolete or have proved imprac- 
A judicious redding up of the accumulated legisla- 
tion of the last hundred years or so might do much to clear 
the way for a better state of things.

HEALING CLAY 
S INVOLVED I 
~LEGML BATTLE 


The battle for title to valuable 
medicinal clay lands in the Coa- 
chella Valley, ten miles from 
Mecca, which started with its dis- 
covery in 1910 by Thomas M. Fer- 
guson, a prospector, and which 
supposedly was. declared — finished 
with a@ court decision in favor of 
D. M. Campbell, A. M. Campbell 
and Allen C. Wood in 1922, has 
again broken out. 

The two Campbells, residents of 
San Bernardino, and Wood have 
again filed suit against the Fer- 
gusons ‘in which they ask an in- 
junction to prevent the defend- 
lants from removing or selling clay 
from the claims. A hearing on a 
temporary restraining order has 
been set in superior court in Riv- 
erside for January 5. 

The clay deposit, which is about 
four feet wide and a mile long, 
was discovered in 1910 by Fer- 
guson, who, while prospecting on 
the desert, had a blister on his 
foot, which rapidly developed into 
a severe case of blood-poisoning. 

Ferguson was camped in a small 
valley near a spring, and being 
alone, was unable to travel. 
Searching for something to relieve 
the pain in his foot, he noticed the 
clay streak, whichis of a different 
color than the surrounding soil. 
With some of this clay he made

For several years the claims 
were “jumped” and “cross jump- 
ed,” with no attempt to develop 
the properties, as the “jumpees” 
for the most part were without 
sufficient funds to establish either 
a title to the property or a plant | 
thereon. 

Suit Was Filed 


In 1922 Wood and Campbell, 
who is a son of Judge John L. | 
Campbell of San Bernardino, | 
“jumped” the claims and filed suit 
against Ferguson. He immediate- 
ly filed a cross-complaint, and a 
dozen others who had jumped the 
claims at one time or another 
came into court in an effort to 
establish some claim to owner- | 
ship. | 

Most of the filings on the land | 
up to that time were made as | 
placer claims, while Ferguson held | 
that the deposit was a lode and | 
hould be filed on as such. 

Superior Judge Freeman, who 
heard the case, which occupied a 
period of about eight days, upheld 
Ferguson's contention as to the 
jode claims, but found a flaw in 
the title. Ferguson, it was learn- 
ed, had filed on the claims just | 
after midnight, but a change in 
the law specified the filing time to | 
be about 12 o’clock noon. There- 
fore the court held Ferguson had 
filed too soon and gave a judg- 
ent in favor of the plaintiffs. 


Have Been Idle 

Since that time the claims have 
been idle and no attempt has been 
made to develop them, due, ac- 
cording to, reports, to lack of the 
necessary financial backing. 

About ten days ago, according 
to the suit just filed by Wood and 
Campbell, the Fergusons, father 
and son, have. started mining the 
clay and have removed some valu- 
able deposits, which, according to 
the complaint, they are accumu- 
lating in Mecca. 

The complaint asserts that the 
clay in its raw state is worth $50 
a ton, and that plaintiffs charge 
the defendants with having re- 
moved approximately $1,000 worth. 
They also assert that $500 damage 
has been done through careless- 
ness in handling. 

The plaintiffs ask a restraining 
order to prevent the defendants 
from operating on the property or 
selling the clay, and also for $500 
damages and costs of suit. 

Of Varied Uses 

Great promises were made for 
the clay by its various would-be 
Owners when the first suit was 
tried in court here: Some held it 
valuable as a face pack for use 
in beauty parlors. Others insisted 
that its greatest value was when 
mixed with glycerine, when its 
propensities were of the nature of 
the famed “Denver mud” and still 
others protested that it made an 
excellent eye wash when in a sat- 
urated solution. 
rheumatism cures, antiseptic wash 
and mavy other uses were assert- 
ed as those to which the clay 
could best be put. 

The names of the claims are in 
themselves picturesque and give 
some idea of the imagination of 
theiy original owners. They in- 
clude: Great -Medicinal Mining 
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Bids for the erection of a new 
grammar school building, for 
which bonds in the amount of 
$64,000 were voted some weeks 
ago, will be received about Jan. 
15, according ,to announcement of
